lour of his Majcftics ſervice, making large offers of 
reward and preterment to ſuchas will comein; And 
that his Majeſty doth with a high and forcible hand, 
prote& and keepe away Dclinquents, not perm «ting 
them to make their appearance to an{wer ſuch af- 
fronts and injuries as have bin by them offered unto 
the Parliament, and thoſe Mcilengers which have 
been ſent from the Houſes for them, have been abu- 
ſed, beaten and impriſoned, fo as the Orders of Par- 
liament, which is the higheſt Court of Tuſtice in this 
Realme, are not obeyed, and the authority of it is 
alogether (corned and vilified, and ſuch Perſons as

flble of theſe' publike calamities, and of the viola. 
tions of the Priviledges of Parliament-and common 


liberty of the SubjeR, are baffled and injured by ſe- 


verall ſorts of malignant men who areabout the King, 
ſome whereof, under the name of Caviliers,  withour 
having reſpc& to the Lawes of the Land, or any feare 
eirher of God or man, are ready to commit all man- 


ner of outrage and violence, which muſt needs tend to 


the diſſolutionof this Governement, the deſtroying 
of our Religion, Lawes, liberty and propriety ; all 
which will be expoſed to the malice and violence of 
ſuch deſperate perſons as muſt be imployed in ſo hor- 
red and unnaturall an a& as the overthrowing of a 
Parliament by force, which is the ſupport and pre- 
ſervation of them ; All which being ducly conſi- 
dered by the Lords and Commons, and how great 
an obligation lyes zpon them, in Honour,Conſcience 
and Duty, *ccording to thehigh truſt repoſed in them,, 
ro ulc all poſſible meanes in ſuch caſes, for the timely 
prevention of ſo great and irrecoverable evills, they 
have thoughr fir to publiſh their ſence and appre- 
henfton of this imminent danger, thereby to excite 
all well af-&cd perſons to contribure their beſt aſſt» 
ſtance, according fotheir ſolemne Vow and Proteſta- 
tion, to the preparations neceſſary for the oppoſing 


and ſuppreſſing of the trayterous attemprs of theſe 


wicked and Malignant Counccllors, who ſecke to 
eng2gc the King in fo dangerous and deſtruQive an 
enterpriſe, and rhe whole Kingdome ina civill War, 
and deſtroy the Privitedges and being of Parlia- 
ments: This recourſe tothe good affeRions of thoſe 
that tender their Religion and juſt Libertics, and the

-ment, which were almoſt ready to be reaped, and are 
now as ready to be ruined by thoſe wicked hands, 
being the only remedy left rhkem under God, and 
without which they are no longer able to preſei ve 
themſclvesor thoſe by whom they are intruſted; 

1. They the ſaid Lords and Commons doe declare, 
thar whoſocver ſhall bring inany proportion of read y 
Mony or Plate, or ſhall under-write ro furniſh and 
maintainany number of Horſe, Horſe-menand Arms, 
for the preſervation of the publike peace, and for the 
detenceof the King and both Houſes of Parliament 
from forceand violcnce,and to uphold the Power and 
Priviledges of Parliament according to his Protcſta- 
tion, it ſhz\l be held a good and acceptable Service 
ro the Common-wealth and a Teſtimony of his good 
Aﬀ-Rion to the Proteſtant Religion, the Lawes, Li- 
bertics and peace ofthis Kingdome, andto the Parlia- 
ment and Priviled:es thereof, 

And becauſe a conſiderable ayde cannot be raiſed 
- by few Hands, and the condition of all mens Eſtates 
and occaſions is not alwayes proportionable to their 
Aﬀc@ion,, The Lords and Commons doe declare; 
that no mans Aﬀection ſhall be meaſured according 
tothe proportion of his offer,. ſo thar he expreſle his 
-good will cothis Service in any proportion whatſoc-

2. And it is further declared by the Lords 4nd 
Commons in Parliament, that whoſoever ſh1ll bring 
in any Mony or Plate, or (hill furniſh and maintaine 
any Horſe, Horſe-men and Armes forthe purpoſes a- 
fore-ſa'd, ſhall have their Mony r-payed with the In- 
rerelt according to 8: ponnd per c:xt,znd the full —

of their Plate with Canſideration'for the faſhion, not 
excecding one ſhilling by tte ounce, and ſhall bave 
full Recompence for all theircharge,in finding, furni- 
ſhing and maintaining of Horſe, Horſe-men and Arms, 
and for this both Houſes of Parliament doe engage 
the publike fairh, | 
3. And it is ordained that Sir 70h» Wollaſton Knight 

and Alderman, Alderman Towes, Alderman Warner 
and Alderman Andrewes ſhall be Treaſurers to receive 
all ſuch Mony and Plate as thall be brought in for the 
purpoſes afore-ſaid, and that the acquittancesof them 
or any two of thern far the receiptot the ſame ſhill be 
2 ſufficient ground for the party ſa lending Money or 
Plateto demand the ſame againe with the Intereſt,ind 
likewiſe conſideration for the faſhion of the Plare. 

4.-It is Ordered that {hall be Com- 
miſfaries to value the Horſe & Armes,thar (hall be fur- 
niſhed for this Service, 8that a fignification under the 
hands of them or anyrwo of them, of {uchvalues of 
the Horſe and Arms, andoftrhetime when they were 
firſt brought in,ſhall be aWarrant to demand fatisfa&t- 
tonaccording to the {aid values, and they ſhall keepe 
an accountof thetime from the firſt iorolment of any 
{ſuch Horſe and Horſe-men,that ſuchas find and main- 
eine them may be repayed according to therate of 2. 
ſh.6*,per diem, for hes time as they have maintai- 
ned them in this Service, and the Commiſlaries are to 
attend ar Guild-Hall forthe receiving and entoling of 
ſuch numbers of Horſe as ſhall be brought in. 

&. It is ordered that whoſocver ſhalltbring in Monyor 
Plate, or ſhall provide, and maintaine, Horſe Horſe- 
men and Armesfor this Service ſhall doe according to 
their duty therein, And the Lordsand Commons do

ingage the Power and Awhority of Parliament,to ſave 
them harmleſſe fromall prejudiceandinconvenicnce 
that may befall them by occaſion thereof. 
6.Itis ordered thattheMembers of cither Houſe who 
arc preſent ſhall be deſired to declare intheir Houſes 
reſpeQively what Mony or Plate they wil bring in,or 
what Horſe, Horſe-men and Armesthey will find and 
maintaine. 

Ir is defired that all ſuch as have their reſidence in or 
about Zondenpor within 80, miles will bring in their 
Mony, Plate or Horſe, within a fortnight after notice, * 
and they that dwell further off within three weeks. 

And becauſe every perſon may not be provided 
with preſent Money or with Horſe, or not have his 
Plate with him-which he meanes to bring in, and yet 
reſolves to contribute his part within the time limi- 
ted, and that it is neceſſary it ſhould be preſently _ 
known what the proviſion will be for the cffeing 
ofthis great and important ſervice. It is ordered thar 
the Committees of cither Houſe appointed for that 
purpoſe reſpeRively, ſhall reccive the {ubſcriptions 
of ſuch Members of each Houſe as have not declared 
themſeclyes in the Houſe, or arc abſent vpon thefub- 
like ſervice or for their private occaſions. 2. That 
the Commitree of London, imruſted with the Mrlr714, 
ſhall receive the ſubſcriptions in London and Midadle- 
ſex. 3. That ſome perſons nominated by the Knights 
and Burgeſles ofcach County, and approved by both 
Houſes, ſhall be appointed to receive the ſubſcrip- 
tions in the ſeverall Counties. 

Andlaſtly it is declared,that whatſoever is brought 
in,ſhall not at all be imploycd upon any other _

fionthen to the purpoſes aforeſaid, which are tomain- 
raine the Proteſtant Religion, the Kings Authority, 
and his Perſon in his Roy3ll dignity, the free courſe 
of Iuſticc, the Lawes of the Land; the Peace of the 
Kingdome, and the Priviledges of Parliament,againft 
any force which ſhall oppoſe them: And this by the 
direction of both Honles of Parliament. THO
